Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 03/03/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that none of the references disclose or suggest a special 
technique for forming beadlets containing 2', 3'-dideoxyinosine as claimed. Applicant 
further alleges that applicants are not claiming a process or a product by process 
herein, however, the fact that the cited references do not disclose or suggest a 
procedure for preparing beadlets or pellets of high concentration of 2\ 3'-dideoxyinosine 
as claimed support applicants' case for patentability of their beadlet containing at least 
80% by weight 2', 3'-dideoxyinosine. Contrary to the applicant's argument, although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). Even if applicant claimed a product by process, the determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 
966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). 

Applicant argues that neither Morella nor Howard teaches the specific 
active agent, such as 2\3 , -dideoxyinosine in an amount of at least 80%. The examiner 
agrees with the argument, nonetheless, that was why they were combined with 
Bogardus. Furthermore, both Morella and Howard teaches the use of acid labile drugs 
in an amount of at least 80% or from 0.1-95%. In response to applicant's arguments 
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against the references individually (regarding to the specific active agent), one cannot 
show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In 
this case, the references were rejected in combination with Bogardus et al. 

Applicant argues that Bogardus does not teach the use of 2 , ,3 , -dideoxyinosine in 
a beadlet or pellet form. However, Bogardus is relied upon solely for the teaching of 
acid labile drug, such as 2 , ,3 , -dideoxyinosine. It is noted that the test for obviousness is 
not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly 
suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).
